Georgia's Share in 
Drive—$130,000,000 
—Will Buy 14 Hours 


By CAROLYN CARTER. 


Georgia has been asked to pay 
for ALL the war. 

Yes, ALL of it—for 14 hours. 

Fourteen hours—that’s less time 
than many of our fighting men 
“work” during one of their “days” 
around Metz. But that’s Georgia’s 
_ share—$130,000,000, to be exact. 

If Georgia's banner flies as high 
as it usually does (more than 169 
per cent of quota averaged for 
the last four drives)—then we'll 
pay for those 14 hours—and about 
seven more. 

According to the War Produc- 
tion Board, America spends ap- 
proximately $170,000 each minute 
that the war is fought, or about 
$90 billions per year. 

FOUR WEEKS’ DRIVE 

Georgia must collect its _$130,- 
000,000—or pay for its 14 hours 
of the war—between tomorrow 
morning and the night of De- 
cember 16. Those four weeks 
comprise the official span for the 
Sixth War Loan drive, 

This is the grimmest plea for a 
concrete outpouring of American 
patriotism made in this war. 

True, the quota is not as large 

as for the Fifth War Loan drive. 
Gaiciie was asked for $144,000,000 
in that campaign, raised $267,570,- 
200. or 186 per cent. 

It is virtually the game as the 
Fourth War Loan’s $129,000,000 
when the quota was by 128 
per cent, or $164,43 

It is slightly less than the Third 
War Loan when not only 
sold her quota of $137,000,000, but 
turned in a total of $210,202,600, 
or 153 per cent.- 

DOUBLES SECOND LOAN 

It more than doubles the Second 
Wear Loan when Georgia almost 
doubled her quota of $60,815,000

SO WAR IS CLOSE 
TO JAPS "HEART"

The Japanese today were 
summoned to contribute to a 
cotton collection drive which 
promises to make the attend- 
ance at shrines, theaters and 
banquets a numbing ordeal.

NAZI JIG-SAW 
We've ‘Lost’ 
Goering 
Too, Folks 


By LOUIS P. LOCHNER. 
Nov. 18.—(4)— 
Adolf Hitler, Nazi Ger- 
many’s portly Reichsmarshal Her- 
mann Goering merits the largest 
question mark. Where is he? How 
is he? Why is he not in the news? 

For more than six and a half 
years after his accession to power, 
Hitler kept his trusted lieutenants 
guessing as to who should succeed 
him. Efforts to elicit a commit- 
ment from him failed. He ruled 
over his motley collection of 
“paladins” partly by keeping them 
in a state of rivalry for the No. 2 
position in the Reich. 

At last, on September 1, 1939, 
about six hours after the attack 
on Poland, Der Fuehrer told the 
German people and the world that 
Hermann Goering was to take over 
if anything should happen to him: 
that Rudolf Hess should succeed 
Goering should the Reichsmarshal 
become incapacitated, 

POKER FACED 

Heinrich Himmler sat only a few 
feet away from the three princi- 
pals. His face was that of an ex- 
perienced poker player. He could 
afford to remain unperturbed and 
to evince none of that jealousy 
that was plainly written on the 
brow of the ambitious Goebbels. 

As a near relative of Goering 
es it to me: “My cousin is kidding 

self when he thinks he is the 

ond man in the state. His is a 
title without any power behind it. 
Himmler has his praetorian guard; 


he controls the police and the SS. 
My cousin has only the Luftwaffe. | 
That is not an instrument for do- | 
mestic use. It is trained solely to) 
fight a fdTeign foe.” 

Hitler never has revoked his’ 
choice. On the record Goering | 
still is the heir presumptive. As 
far as actions are concerned, how- 
ever, it is Himmler who is Fuehrer 
in all but name.

between the two. Also, Goering 
and Goebbels were traditional 
rivals, For full measure, Von 
Ribbentrop resented Goering’s re- 


peated dabbling in foreign politics. 


GOERING ISOLATED 

Ribbentrop was a high officer in 
the black-uniformed SS _ (Elite 
Guard). Hence he stood well with 
Himmler. Goebbels, both because 
of his rivalry with Goering and 
because he discerned where the 
real power lay, decided to throw 
in his lot with Himmler. Goering. 
with all his titles, his medals and 
his uniforms, became more and 
more isolated. 


His vanity, his epicureanism and 
his love of lavish living made him 
vulnerable, especially among those 
rank-and-file Nazis who believed 
that Hitler was sincere in his ad- 
monition to simplicity, 


This vulnerability, however, de- 
veloped only during the war. Be- 
fore then, the whole nation always 
had amusedly tolerated Goering’s 
expensive tastes. He somehow had 
the faculty of commanding affec- 
tion, where Goebbels could com 
mand only respect for his ability, 
Himmler fear of his heavy hand. 
But when food became scarce and 
thousands of homes were wrecked 
by bombs, Goering’s wide waist- 
line and the multiplicity of his 
castles and hunting lodges and 
omene retreats militated against 

im 

Goering probably made a mis- 
take in putting on too thick his 
attestation of love for his Fuehrer. 
It could not remain unknown to 
Himmler's ones spies that 
Goering admittedly remained at 
heart a monarchist, and assiduous- 
ly continued to cultivate the 
friendship of former Crown Prince 
Frederick Wilhelm. 

It also could not remain a secret 
to the ubiquitous Gestapo that 
Goering from time to'time put out 
cautious feelers as to whether the 
United Nations might incline to- 
ward a negotiated peace were he 
to take Hitler’s place. 

The absence of Goering’s name 
in the news provokes speculation 
o which at present no authorita- 
tive answer is obtainable. 

Once the curtain is raised on 
Nazism and all its works, the story 
of Hermann Goering may develop 
into as great a mystery thriller as 
the atory of Adolf Hitler.

LONDON, Nov. 


18.—(UP)—Persistent but unconfirmed reports 


from the continent said today that Adolf Hitler, stripped of his dic- 


tatorial powers,

is living under close supervision in a Berchtesgaden 
surrounded by high-pressure Nazi propagandists who 


feed him sugar-coated war and home front news to preserve his 


failing sanity. 


Speculation over the meaning of | suffered by Germany since that 


the Fuehrer’s sudden and prolong- 
ed disappearance from public life 
mounted rapidly, even inside Ger- 
many where the Nazis were re- 
ported to have clamped a rigid 
censorship on all domestic mail to 
prevent the spread of further ru- 
mors. 

. German prisoners taken on the 
western front in the past 24 hours 
admitted freely that they believed 
something was radically wrong 
with Hitler and that Gestapo 
Chief Heinrich Himmler had 
brushed aside the Fuehrer's hand- 
picked “Crown Prince,” Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Goering, and 
seized the supreme power for him- 
self. 

HITLER’S NAME TABOO 

Swedish newspaper dispatches, 
reported to the U. S. Office of War 
Information, said Himmler had is- 
sued a decree forbidding Germans 
even to discuss the state of Hit- 
ler’s health. 

The London Exchange Tele- 
graph, quoting advices from a 
neutral eapital, said Hitler was 
known to have been alive ag re- 
cently as five days ago, although 
Nazi party leaders were said to 


The ‘dispatch said Hitler had 
been confined to his Berchtes- 
gaden hideaway since the attempt 
on his life last July 20 and that 
Himmler, fearing that disclosure. 
‘of the full extent of the disasters, 


i'time might completely unbalance 
him, had ordered all adverse news 
withheld from the Fuehrer. 

Any disturbing reports, accohd- 
ing to this account, caused a ge- 
vere nervous reaction that might 
send Hitler off into a fit of mani- 
acal rage. 


GOOD NEWS ONLY! 

As a result, the Nazis were re- 
ported to have created an elabo- 
rate news service in Berchtes- 
gaden under the direct super- 
vision of Ernst Kaltenbrunner, 
Himmler’s chief aide and head of 
the Reich security office. This 
propaganda machine, the Ex- 
change Telegraph said, prints a 
daily “good news” edition of the 
Volkischer Beobachter containing 


faked reports of military victories, 


and of imaginary popular demon- 
strations of loyalty to Hitler 
throughout Germany. 

It was pointed out that Him- 
mler’s chief interest in preserving 
Hitler's life and sanity was to keep 
alive the “Hitler legend” among 
the German people as a rallying 
point for an all-out battle against 
the Allies. 

Meanwhile, dispatches from 
Zurich said the Germans, enter- 
ing on their sixth winter of war, 
were facing severe shortages of 
food, housing and fuel. Leipzig 
and other cities in Saxony were 


‘said to have been without pota- 


toes for the past 10 days because 
of the lack of transportation.

In statements issued yesterday, 
Commissioner Charlie Brown, who 
was re-elected on a platform of 
police reform, and’ Commissioner 
Clarence Duncan scored the selec- 


ition of Lt. C. E. Mitchell as chief 


by Commissioners I, Gloer Hailey, 
Ed L. Almand and Ellis Barrett. 
The commission will meet again 
Tuesday at 10 a. m, to consider re- 
sults of investigation as to whether 
or not Mitchell had access to civil 
service examination questions not 
available to others taking the ex- 
amination with him. Mitchell 
ranked third among three top 
scorers. 

BROWN’'S STATEMENT 

Commissioner Brown said: 

“It is clearly apparent from their 
action that the majority faction of 
the board does not want a réal 
reorganization of the county po- 
lice department, and they are do- 
ing their utmost to defeat it. dg: 
I first proposed reorganization, I 
was ruled out of order. Then when 
the pressure of public demand be- 
came so great, the majority fac- 
tion devised a scheme for reor- 
ganization in name without reor- 
ganization in fact as a means of 
retaining the present control and 
political operation of the police de- 
partment. They proposed to name 
Mitchell as.chief. Their real pur- 
pose in doing so was so apparent 
they decidec they had best try to 
give it the color of respectability 
by requesting the civil service 
board to hold an examination. 
“QUALIFICATIONS REDUCED” 

The civil service board proposed 
certain minimum qualifications. 
These qualifications were reduced 
by the majority faction so as to al- 
low their man to qualify for the 
examination. In ordér to be sure 
that Mitchell would make a good 
mark on examination, Mitchell, 
acting with Chief Mathieson, at- 
tempted to get in advance the kind 
of questions and examination used 
by the civil service board. It was 
shown by reliable authority that 
Lt. Mitchell wrote the letter and 
Chief Mathieson said that he au- 
thorized it. It was not the duty 
or function of Chief Mathieson to 
secure any questions for the ex- 
amination, as that responsibility 
was placed upon the civil service 
board 


“It further appears that a sub- 
stantial portion of the examina- 
tion consisted of questions on 
‘first aid,’ in which field Mitchell 
has been specializing for the past 
year or two and as to which he 
should now have expert know!l- 
edge. The facts show clearly that 
if Mitchell is the chief, he is so 
in accord with the present methods 
of operation of the department 
that there can bc no real organiza- 
tion under him. 

“DEVIOUS METEODS” . 

“Our citizens have demanded 
and are entitled to an efficient 
police department organized and 
operated along modern lines and 
free from political contro] and 
domination. Until 
faction realizes this and forgets 
politics,; there can be no genuine 
reorganization in our police organ- 
ization.

Three times, in as many days, 
the United States forces had 
struck at three different and wide- 
ly separated strongholds of the 
enemy. On the fourth cay, Octo- 
ber 12, a fleet appeared in the 
enemy’s own backyard, off the is- 
land of Formosa, from which the 
aerial attack against the Philip- 
pines had been launched by the 
Japanese nearly three years be- 
fore. Our objectives were the 25 
to 30 first class military airfields 
on Formosa, the airplanes based 
there, and, of course, any other 
military establishments on shore 
and the enemy shipping in the 
harbors. 

Our fleet maneuvered in the 
vicinity of Formosa for three 
days, October 12, 13 and 14. Fif- 
ty-five enemy vessels of all kinds 
were certainly destroyed, and 32 
were probably sunk, while ap- 
proximately 396 airplanes were 
destroyed in the air or on the 
ground. On the last day, and on 
October 16, Formosa was addi- 
tionally the target of U. S. Army 
B-29’s, flying from China. 

The effrontery of the attack on 
Formosa from the sea provoked 
the Japanese into immediate coun- 
teraction. Strong units of bomber 
and torpedo planes swept down 
from the island of the empire, to 
be met and.>roken up by fighters 
from our carriers.

FANTASTIC CHAPTER 
IN WAR HISTORY 3 

Now comes one of the most fan- 
tastic chapters of the war. The 
Japanese aviators who managed 
to reach home reported an amaz- 
ing victory, and Tokyo was quick 
to claim—for the fifth or sixth 
time—that the naval strength of 
the United States Jad been ren- 
dered puny. But, this time the 
Japanese believed their own prop- 
aganda, that at least 15 carriers 
had been sunk and varying quan- 
tities of other warships. 


A task force of the Japanese 
navy was sighted leaving the em- 
pire to give the American fleet 
its coup de grace, but when the 
astonished pilots of the enemy 
scouting force saw the size of the 
healthy opposition deploying to 
receive them, the Japanese expe- 
dition wheeled and ran back to 
the safer waters of the empire. 
Adm. Halsey ironically observed 
that his ships sunk by Jap radio 
announcement had been salvaged, 
and were “retiring at high speed 
TOWARD the Japanese fleet.” 

On October 14, our carrier 
planes began working over the 
Philippine island of Luzon, and 
the lesser islands of the archipel- 
ago to the south and east, in order 
to come into imediate support of 
the amphibious forces approach- 
ing for the invasion. Only about 
85 enemy planes were bagged in 
the sweeps over approximately 
100 airfields up to the time our 
carriers, both the large and fast 
ones and the smaller escort ships, 
converged in support of the land- 
ings of thé United States amphibi- 
ous forces on Leyte. The strategy 
had succeeded, and the landings 
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were effected by Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s forces in complete surprise. 
SUBS WATCHED FOR JAPS 
DURING INVASION 

The invasion of the Philippine 
employed a grand-scale use of 
arms of modern warfare: Land 
and amphibious forces, surface 
and subsurface ships, and, of 
course, a tremendous air coverage. 

A look at the chart will show 
the confusion of islands upon 
whose perimeter the initial assault 
was made. They form a maze of 
channels, of which the two pro- 
viding the best egress to the Pa- 
cific are San Bernandino strait in 
the north, between Luzon and 
Samar islands, and Surigao strait 
in the south, between Leyte and 
Mindanao. 

One of the precautions our 
forces took against a Japanese in- 
cursion from the westward was to 
post submarines on the opposite 
side of the archipelago. Early on 
the morning of October 23, before 
daylight, two of our submarines 
flashed the word to the invasion 
forces that a strong Japanese fleet 
was headed northeastward from 
the South China sea into Philip: 
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pine waters—and characteristical- 
ly reported, also, that they were 
moving into attack. They sent 


four torpedoes in each of three 
heavy cruisers, two of which were 
reported to have been left sinking 
and the third heavily damaged. 
The enemy forces scattered, and 
in the pursuit one of our subma- 
rines ran on a reef in the middle 
of the restricted channel and had 
to be destroyed, after all of the 
crew was removed to safety. 

Later that day other contacts 
with the enemy were reported, in 
Mindoro strait, south of Luzon, 
and off the mouth of Manila bay 
where the reporting submarine 
badly damaged another heavy 
cruiser, which managed, however, 
to limp into the bay. 


ALERTED CARRIERS 
EXTEND SEARCHES 


Thus alerted, the carrier forces | yap 


immediately extended their patrol 
searches westward over the Visay- 
an sea and the Sulu sea. On Tues- 
day, October 24, two large enemy 
fleets were seen making their way 
eastward. One in the Sulu sea, 
was obviously headed for Min- 
danao sea and its exit into the 
Pacific, Surigao strait.

‘William Brogan, author of “THE AMERICAN |§ 
CHARACTER,” was born in 1900 in Glasgow. He was edu-|; 


cated at Glasgow University, at Oxford, and did graduate 
work in American history at Harvard University. He has 
visited in more than 40 of our states and has produced nu- 
merous books and articles dealing with the history and civili- 


zation of the United States. 

At the present time Dr. Brogan 
is professor of political science at 
Cambridge University. In 1943 he 
published “The English People,” 
which was intended to present for 
Americans the history and civili- 
zation of England in recent times. 

“The American Character” is 
written in an interesting style and 
the author says he has a deep and 
abiding interest in the American 
people. The early portion of the 
book deals with the development 
and expansion of the frontier and 
is more or less a chronological de- 
scription of that period. In this he 
has caught the spirit of the fron- 
tiersmen and the pioneers who 
participated in that epoch. 

It is refreshing to see what an 
outsider thinks of us, and anyone

Our country is mechanized in 
industry, farm and kitchen (the 
latter reflecting our laziness and 
desire to have machines do the 
job where possible). 

We are lacking in formal dig- 
nity but are willing to try any- 
thing once, especially if it has not 
been tried before, 

We irritate the English because 
our informality contrasts with 
their fidelity to tradition and their 
conception of good form. 

We are a country of gadgets, of 
great railroads and great victories. 

We are a young country, now 
being matured in the sinews of 
war and the onslaught of interna- 
tional competition and rivalry. 

Our Army reflects all of the 
above things. 

Americans believe war a nui- 
sance and military skill a luxury, 
but when we get into it we deal 
with war as we would our buai- 
ress enterprises and our sports. 
He“says that it is ominous for the 
Axis to decide whether Amegica 
believes this war is sport or 
whether it is business.

most convenient alibi. 

But, nevertheless, there will be 
a new puppy in many homes this 
year to snatch at the tree trim- 
mings, snag the last aw of nylons 
in the house, keep the mop going 
full-time—and then throw the 
whole family “in stitches” with his 
antics. It’s really too bad that 
when Santa packs his bags for the 
annual chimney hops, he doesn't 
go in seriously for thig puppy busi- 
ress because there’s nothing s0 
much fun at Christmas time ag a 
little bit of a pooch. 


CAREFUL SELECTION VITAL 

But there are pooches and 
pooches—all sizes and kinds—a 
breed to catch nearly every eye— 
and one to fit most every pocket- 
book. So when you go shopping 
for that young fellow, remember 
that puppies should be selected 
with an eye not only for their 
pedigree but their individual qual- 
ifications should be considered 
even more. It is quite true that the 
better the ancestry, the better 
chance you have of getting a good 
one but the puppy himself cannot 
flourish by leaning on a family 
tree and the winnings of his 
grandpappy, Ch. Wataguy.

They can guarantee a sound, 
healthy youngster free from 
worms, skin trouble and vermin 
and with only casual observation, 
one with years of experience can 
tell you if the puppy will be timid 
or not, 

TYPE VERY IMPORTANT 

It’s well to mention also that if 
the roly-poly canine you're figur- 
ing on is to be a gift puppy, don’t 
give an outdoor man a fluffy toy 
breed; don't give the couple that 
in a one-room “Hon & 
Dearie” apartment a St. Bernard. 
Don't give a very young child a 
very young puppy. Two and three- 
year-olds affectionately gouge eyes, 
pull tails and need a pup that has 
enough age to escape these cute

etly and sensibly. Get a dog it is 
a joy to own, even if it isn’t a 
champion. And if it should turn 
out to be one, just that much more 
desirable.

ues are common to both countries.

WLB or Treasury 
Jutisdiction Decided 
By Basic Salary 


By the Research Institute of America. 

In an unofficial ruling, the 
Treasury has clarified the question 
of jurisdiction over (a) salaries 
based on drawing accounts, and 
(b) salaries which include com- 
missions over and above a fixed 
base pay. 

Here are the new tests: 

1, WLB or Treasury jurisdic- 
tion will be determined by an 
employe’s basic salary exclusive of 
any extra compensation, such as 
bonuses or commissions. 

Illustration: Salesman A is paid 
a base salary of $3,600 a year, 
plus 2° per cent commission on 
sales. Even though his earnings 
for the year amount to $5,400, he 
is still under WLB control. 

2. The actual earnings will de- 
termine the agency which con- 
trols his pay only when the sales- 
man is paid solely on a percentage 
basis. 

Illustration: Salesman B is com- 
pensated solely on the basis of 5 
per cent of his sales. If he earned 
$4,000 in 1943, application for an 
adjustment of his commission rate 


in 1944 must be made to WLB. But! % 


if the salesman earns $6,500 in 
1944, a request for 1945 increase 
in his commission rate 
made to the Treasury. 


PECULIAR PROBLEM 

3. An employe who WS on a 
drawing account presents a pecu- 
liar problem, since he may be 
considered on either a salary or 
‘percentage basis. Coverage will 
depend on: (a) whether the em- 
ploye is required to return the 
difference between the drawing 
account and earnings that fall 
short of it; and (b) whether his 
earnings exceed the drawing ac- 
count. 

In the first case (a), the sales- 
man will be considered to be paid 
solely’ on a percentage basis for 
stabilization purposes. Jurisdic- 
tion over his pay will therefore 
depend on the total amount of 
compensation received during the 
employer's last accounting year. 
The same is true of salesmen 
whose earnings exceed their draw- 
ing accounts. 

Illustration: Salesman C _ re- 
ceives a drawing account of $6,000 
a year with the understanding 
that he must repay to his em- 
ployer any amount by which the 
drawing account exceeds his ac- 
tual earnings. In 1943 he earned 
$4,500 and returned $1,500 to his 
employer. Any application for 
adjustment in his percentage work 
must be made to WLB. 

Employe D has a drawing ac- 
count of $4,000 a year. In 1943 he 
earned $5,300. Any adjustment in 
his rate applied for in 1944 must 
be made to the Treasury. If in 
1944 he earns $4,800, an applica- 
tion in 1945 to adjust his percent- 
age must be made to WLB. 

IF EARNINGS ARE LESS 

However, if commission earn- 
ings are less than the drawing 
account and the employe is not 
required to return the difference, 
then the drawing account is con- 
sidered to be the émploye’s basic 
salary. Jurisdiction in this case 


the drawing account was-.more or 
less than $5,000 a year. 
Illustration: Salesman E has a 
drawing account of $4,500. He 
draws the full amount even if 
his actual earnings are less. The 
$4,500 drawing account is consid- 
ered his salary and any change in 
his pay rate is subject to WLB 
jurisdiction. Salesman F, who 
works under the same arrange- 
ment but whose drawing account 
is $5,300, is subject to Treasury | 
control. 
Observation: Keep in mind that 
the Treasury always has juris- 
diction over salary or earnings be- 
low $5,000 a year if the employe 
is an executive, administrative or 
professional worker not repre- 
sented by a duly recognized labor 
organization.

Forms Required 
Of Businesses 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(UP) 
The Budget Bureau has 
the nation’s business mén that vie- 
tory in Europe would bring a sub- 
s‘antial reduction in the govern- 
ment forms they are required to 
fill out but that statistics still will 
be needed to aid the transition to 
a peacetime economy. 

In its July 1 to November 1 re 
port to the Senate Small Business 
Committee, the bureau empha- 
sized a need for a reorganized 
program to supply current basic 
industrial statistics and said- that 
it has asked government agencies 
to prepare lists of forms to be 
dropped after victory in Europe. 

The bureau has received many 
requests from federal agencies for 
authority to conduct specia! sur- 
veys “dealing with various aspects 
of reconversion” but has approved 
only a few because “it was neces- 


sary to ask the agencies to develop 


more exact specifications of their 
needs for information.” 


“The bureau also believed that 
it would be possible to develop, by 
mutual a ent of the agencies 
concern a systematic program 
which would cover all the needs 
for information and thus relieve 
respondents of unnecessary in- 
quiries,” the report said. 


At the request of President 
Roosevelt, the bugeau has begun 
development of a program of sta- 
tistics needed for reconversion by 
government, business, labor and 
other groups. 

Plans call for a census of goods 
manufactured in 1944—“probably 
the peak year of wartime pro 
Data also will be ob 
tained on distribution during the 
year, on the labor force, unem- 
ployment, agricultural and non- 
agricultural wages and on con- 
sumer incomes, expenditures and 
savings. 

The report said that on July 1 
statistics agencies were using 
5,870 report forms. Of this num- 
ber, permanent departments were 
using 2,470; independent agencies 
1,406 and wartime agencies 1,994.

Home Rule | 


Editor Constitution: In your ed- 
itorial in this morning's issue of 
The Atlanta Constitution entitled 
“The People Learn Through Ru- 
mor,” you state that the commis- 
sion to revise the constitution sanc- 
tioned a system under which the 

county representative and 
senator could abolish the office of 
sole county commissioner and 
create a new board. 

You may be surprised to learn 
that this is not true. Many weeks 
ago the commission to revise the 
constitution placed the following 
provision in paragraph 15, Section 
7, Article III of the proposed con- 
stitution: 

“No office shall be abolished 
nor the term ef office of any 
official shall be either sho 
or ed during his term 

of office by local or special bill 

unless the question shall first 
be submitted to a referendum 
by the people of the jurisdic- 
tion affected.” 


If this part of the proposed con- 
stitution is adopted by the legis- 
lature and ratified by the people 
it will no longer be possible for 
the legislators from any county to 
change its form of government 
without having it ratified by the 
people. Thus you will see that 
to a limited extent at least the 
commission to revise the constitu- 
tion has done something about 
“home rule.”

@ war emergency teacher for two 
years, and shall return to my life 
work as a minister of the gos- 
pel after the first of the year. 
As one who will soon be again 
an outsider, I doff my hat to the 
teaching profession. They have 
my eternal gratitude and admira- 
tion. The teachers of Georgia are 
loyal and_= self-sacrificing. And 
they do more work for less pay 
than any folks I know. 


It was the ration books and long 
extra hours. We didn’t mind this, 
of course, at a time of great na- 
tional need. Bypt this recent de- 
cree that the teachers must take 
a school census is another thing. 
This census must be taken before 
January 1. The work must be 
done after school hours, without 
extra pay, and the teachers must 
furnish their own cars and gas! 


Let us look at one rural district. 


I heard it figured that it will take’ 


15 days, working five hours per 
day, to take the census in this 
district. Rough dirt roads and 
often folks not at home. And 
there are not more than four cars 
to the 16 teachers. If they be- 
gin work at 3:30 p. m. it will 
take them till 9, and no time out 
for supper. They may complain, 
but it seems the work must be 
done, or salaries will be held back! 
It’s enough to cause us to have 
admiration for the CIO. 


If this census just must be 
taken, why doesn’t the state or 
the county furnish gars, gas and 
coupons? And if there is to be no 
pay, why not let the work be done 
during school hours, in the day 
time? This would be giving the 
teachers a fair deal, and I believe 
that most of them would fall in 
line gladly.

Mr. Harold Ickes 
Find the Newspapers 


Harold Ickes, who is a _ self-confessed cur- 
mudgeon, working as a professional, recently 
needled the press of the United States on the 

basis of the election returns. A number of the boys have wound 
up and let him have it in the “Dear Sir, you rat” style, but it seems 
to me the Ickes bid for headlines merits serious discussion. 

His statement was of some length but one paragraph will tell 
his whole story. It said: 

“This nation has again questioned in ringing tones the- right 
of the press to represent readers’ opinion by selecting a President 
supported by only 17.7 per cent of the press and actively opposed 
by 68.5 per cent, with only 13.8 per cent represented as neutral.” 
The press, he said, had the dual responsibility of reflecting and 
leading public opinion. 

First, I think we should say “shame” to the neutrals, because 
the campaign was one in which it was important to have opinions 
and to go to bat for them. 

As to Mr. Ickes’ general charge, I think he is largely wrong and 
I believe I can demonstrate that to the satisfaction of one and all. 

If Mr. Ickes meant to refer to the editorial page influence of 
newspapers he must be given an affirmative nod in so far as a 
portion of the anti-Roosevelt press was, and is, concerned. With 
a few exceptions these papers now under discussion were members 
of two newspaper chains. Their editorials and editorial page dis- 
cussion were so hysterical, so obviously lacking in common sense 
and facts, and so patently motivated by personal hatred that their 
fulminations were received for what they were—screaming scold- 
ings not worth heeding. 

By no means all newspapers supporting Mr. Dewey came under 
this category. Many of them carried on intelligent, reasoning, edi- 
torial discussions and they had real weight. 

“Owned” The others were not merely screaming scolds. They 

quite obviously were not merely against Mr. Roose- 
velt. They were mentally “owned,” or controlled mentally, by 
some special economic interest and by all the prejudices held by a 
majority of such groups. This was so plain they deceived no one 
and influenced no one. 

It is my opinion, and I think that of the people, that they expect 
their newspapers, no matter what the chief personal interest of 
the ownership, to give to the public at large genuine representation, 
not merely “against” the government, but against any special in- 
terest group in business, labor or politics. The people do not want 
newspapers to become the confederate of any special interest. It 
is my further opinion they are quick to see such a condition. 

The people aren't dull-witted and they quickly note whether 

newspaper's editorial influence is in behalf of some narrow eco- 
nomic interest or whether it seeks, to the best of its ability, to be 
a leader and a voice of the people in behalf of the common good 
of all. 

Now, the people not only may, but do, buy and read newspapers 
of the screaming-scold type. They may be, in so far as the presen- 
tation and handling of news is concerned, good newspapers. Their 
features and their comics and their writers may be entertaining 
and attractive. The people read these and pass by the hysteria 
of the editorial pages. 

A newspaper may have all these reader-interest featurés of 
comics, columnists, good reporters and so on, and still have editorial 
influence if the readers believe the newspaper is trying, to the best 
of its ability, to be fair and if they can see, in its editorial columns, 
the eternal fight between truth and falsehood. They will forgive 
a great many errors and mistakes if they see this and if they believe 
the paper is for them, and not some special interest. 

There are a great many newspapers which influence public 
thinking. They were to be found on both sides of the recent cam- 
paign. Their influence was obvious. 


: Another fact, which Mr. Ickes overlooks, is per- 
Information haps my most powerful argument. It is a fact 
that those persons who take newspapers are able to read them, &nd 
do read them. 

Newspapers present today, more than ever in their history, a 
better over-all supply of information. 

There still is much to be desired, but they are, nevertheless, 
doing a better job. Most of the eastern newspapers supporting Mr. 
Dewey carried news stories and columnists on the other side. The 
Atlanta Constitution, for example, while supporting Mr. Roosevelt, 
nevertheless presented to its readers regular reprints of editorials 
from the other side, as well as the anti-Roosevelt columns of Louis 
Bromfield, Westbrook Pegler and Robert Quillen. Many other 
southern newspapers did the same. 

My point is the people have enough information from their news- 
papers to permit them to make up their own minds. They do not 
have to depend on the editorial opinion and they have shown they 
will not weigh it if it is hysterical, scolding and obviously written 
out of hate and anger and: falsehood, such as, for instance, the “you 
have only so many days left in which to save your country” of the 
1936 campaign, and the “Communist” line of the 1944 election. 

Newspapers which keep a close contact with the pavements and 
the grass roots have a greater influence than ever.

We Must Find a Solution to War 


(Ralph Jones, whose column usually appears here, is ill.) 


In the papers of Abraham Lincoln, there is an amazing passage 
written for no other eyes than his own, though some reflection of 
it is in the second inaugural address. It was written toward the 
end of the Civil War, which seemed to be dragging out endlessly, 
despite the overwhelming weight of arms and power that was with 
the North. Lincoln noted: 

“In great contests each party claims to act in accordance with 
the will of God. Both may be, and one must be, wrong. God 
cannot be for and against the same thing at the same time. In the 
present war it is quite possible that God’s purpose is something 
different from the purpose of either party. ...I am almost ready 
to say that this is probably true; that God wills this contest and 
wills that it shall not end yet. By His mere great power over the 
minds of the contestants He could have saved or destroyed the 
Union without a human contest. Yet the contest began. And 
having begun He could give the final victory to either side any 
day. Yet the contest proceeds.” 

If the object and justification of all great struggles, upon whose 
dreadful altars the youngest and purest are sacrificed, must be 
to discern and establish the will of God, which can only be inter- 
preted as justice, and humane and universal principle, then a mystic 
mind like Lincoln’s might say today that in this war “it is quite 
possible that God’s purpose is something different from the purpose 


of either party.” 

For certainly we have gone far astray from the 
Gone Astray purposes for which this war began. In its be- 
ginning there» was a sense of the individibility of the world, and 
of freedom and justice among all the peoples of the world. ‘The 
principle of nationalism was recognized, but limited. Liberation 
meant the liberation of the people within their natural frontiers; 
the right of people to possess the land which their labor had built, 
and to preserve and deepen the culture peculiarly their own, The 
drawing of new frontiers, against the consent of the peoples, and 
for reasons wholly to do with power, was gondemned. So also was 
the division of the world’ into great areas of “vital space” or 
“Jebensraum,” each under the domination of a major power. Such 
a concept ruled at Munich, and was repudiated by the peoples of 
the world. 

If the insight into the nature of justice and freedom which ani- 
mated with its incandescent idealism the early days of this war 
wad true insight, then it is no wonder that the war drags on to 
sheer exhaustion of one or both sides, since the catalytic agent 
with which the war might be dissolved into a new world concept, 
has ceased to be visible. It burns in the hearts of men every- 
where, but they find no instruments for its use. Instead we are 
asked to put our whole trust in “reeking tubes and iron shards” 
and. to contemplate “enforcing peace” instead of establishing justice. 

And this loss of idealism leaves us only a somewhat recut 
pattern of that “realism” against which the world marshaled: its

se : ‘© 6This new policy of “realism” has not been ad- 
Realism vanced or. accepted, thoughtfully and deliberately. 
It has grown, step by step. At the outbreak of war there was no 
thought of extending the frontiers of Poland to the Oder, to in- 
clude territories purely German. Though the Soviets wished to 
establish their frontiers on the Curzon line, ethnographic factors 
were considered, and it was taken for granted that Poland would 
be left the oil fields, which were never in Russian territory, and 
the indubitably Polish city of Lwow. ; 

Now there is a tendency to say that this is not our affair—not 
even the affair of our individual minds. Polish legions are fight- 
ing side by side in Italy with our legions, and one would think 
that what is their affair—their human affair—is ours, as ours is 
theirs. But if we have decided to divide the world into regions, 
in each of which a great power has sole control, then these legions, 
though they stumble through the same mud and die under the same 
fire, are fighting for almost different planets. 

It all looks reasonable on the surface. But it is like the division 
of a country into monopolies. It seems efficient. But since these 
destroy the basis of society, by establishing profound inequalities, 
forces start seething beneath their weight, which eventually over- 
throw them by violence, if no other means are found. The effect 
of the retreat from principle is not only felt in Poland; it is blow- 
ing up the whole good-neighbor policy. 

And if, in this war, one party is crushed, without finding the 
solvent for those factors which produced the war, then the war will 
still not be won, for the struggle will still not be resolved.

Truant Officers 
On the Way Out? 


Gone is the old-fashioned truant officer whe 

used to slip up behind you as you lounged on a 

river bank, fishing pole in hand and school books 

tying ee ni a shade tree. Gone, that is, if the new legis- 
ature enacts a law proposed by the Georgia Education Associati 

and the State Secicheiend of Education. - 


This police officer for juveniles, who had about the same popur 
larity as a dog catcher, will be replaced by a “visiting teacher.” 
The “visiting teacher” will be a combination educator and social 
worker who will solve situations with tact in preference to police 
powers. The “visiting teacher” will be paid from school funds, as 
are other teachers—and not reap the benefits of fines imposed on 
parents of truants. She will (I say she. for in my mind the new 
“visiting teacher” appears as a woman schoolteacher instead of a 
man truant officer); she will still sign warrants for parents who 
refuse to send children to school, but she will.not bring these parents 
to court herself—the warrant serving will be done by the sheriff's 
office, as other warrants are served. And fines will go to the courts. 


While the new law replaces a semipolice officer with a tactful 
social worker, it actually will have more “teeth” in’it than the 
present statute. The ‘fine 'on a parent which now is a maximum of 
$25 will be hiked to a maximum of $100—with a 30-day jail penalty 
added.. A child who is an habitual truant will be tried in juvenile 
court as a ‘delinquent, facing possible time in a juvenile home. -

had misgivings about strengthening the, compulsory school law 
during wartime when there is a labor shortage. District 
over the state, however, soon showed it to be popular. When high- 
paying war jobs beckon young teen-agers and when unharvested 
crops weaken the determination, of farmers to send their children to 
school, now, more @han ever, parents want a stern rule to give their 
children an education, Allman said.

Was Persimmon 
Beer Really Beer? 


eS THOMASTON.—The conclusion is inescapable: 

faa ~4persimmon beer is low-brow. None of my acquaint- 

«ances will admit to having a first-hand knowledge 

of the stuff; they’ve all heard about it, their grandfathers kept a keg 
of it in the barn all winter for the hired help, but no one has ever 


tasted it. 

“I think it had a sort of sweet- 
ish taste.” That is the sum total 
of weeks of research put in by 
this department. 

Now what are you going to do 
with a statement like that? ‘It 
had a sweetish taste,” indeed! 
The same could be said for cough 
syrup, chocolate bars, mint juleps, 
bran muffins and probably strych- 
nine. 

Opinions differ; moreover, as to 
how it was made. A merchant 
tells me that the fruit was mash- 
ed and the juice extracted through 
a strainer, What juice? There is 
no more juice in a persimmon 
than there is in a sweet potato or 
a baking powder biscuit; there is 
nothing but pulp, seed and skin. 
But to continue with the mer- 
chant’s recipe: after the non-exist- 
ent juice is extraced, water and 
sugar are added to it and you 
have persimmon beer. 

Perhaps. Other recipes call for 
the assistance of locusts or sweet 
potatoes. But obviously, something 
has to happen before beer is ob- 
tained, a chemical process known 
as fermentation. 

Ladies whose grandfathers kept 
a keg of the brew sitting in the 
barn will tell you with a perfectly 
straight face, “It was not an in- 
toxicating drink. It had absolute- 
ly no alcoholic content.” So, you 
consult a dictionary for the mean- 
ing of the word beer and find this: 
“The fermented juices. of grain, 
such as rye, corn, etc.” 

Fermentation, that is the point. 
If there was no fermentation, 
there was no beer. Once this 
theory is established, the ladies 
will murmur (under pressure) 
something vague about “hops” and 
the hop vines that last in the door- 
yard bloomed. 

“Maybe Miss Annie Dennis’ 
cook book gives a recipe,” they 
say, or “Choice Recipes of Geor- 
gia Housewives,” or the old “White 
House Cook Book.” But no. There 
are only recipes for blackberry 
cordial, lemon beer and ginger 
beer. 

The ginger beer sends your

As far as Georgia is concerned, 
one of the lesser effects of the 
war is its influence on the speak- 
ing habits of Georgia service men 
who have remained for some time 
in the Army or Navy.

“Do not cork 
the bottles until all fermentation 
has ceased,” advise the worthy 
compilers of the Second Presby- 
terian church of Augusta.

age. 

The fact that so much effort is 
required for obtaining a non-intox- 
icating drink brings up the ques- 
tion, “Is it really worth it?” And 
what, in all frankness, do the per- 
simmons contribute? Locusts or 
sweet potatoes could probably be 
used just as well, and the persim- 
mons left where they belong: on 
the tree, to be admired. 

If the Japanese were not in such 
grave disfavor, one might say that 
only they can portray with proper 
artistry the grace of a persimmon 
bough. But our own Audubon did, 
I am sure. I have not been able 
to find it, but assuredly he painted 
the lovely clusters of apricot-col- 
ored fruit against the greenish yel- 
low leaves and brown stem. The 
shadings are subtle and exquisite, 
and the fruit, when frost has fal- 
len, has its own admirers among 
the epicures—but not many. 

The so-called “Japanese persim- 
mon” is far inferior in taste, and 
the pulp of mangoes, alas, is so 
stringy that you wonder @f you 
have gotten hold of the floor mop 
by mistake. 

Perhaps they are no more in- 
tended to be eaten than to be 
drunk. We may as well leave the 
persimmon tree in its natural habi- 
tat by the side of the road and be 
a friend to the o’possums.

Dismemberment of Germany Gaining in Favor

Princeton, N. J—American pub- 
lic attitudes toward the treatment 
of Germany after this war have 
stiffened considerably since the 
early part of the year. 

An increased proportion of peo- 
ple believe that the best way to 
handle Germany is to destroy her 
as a political entity in Europe and 
divide her into small states.. Ten 


months ago the weight of opinion 
favored supervision and control by 
the Allies without such destruc- 
tion of the Reich. That was before 
the robot bombs began taking their 
toll of lives in southern England. 


The public's ideas on the proper 
treatment of Germany, as gath- 
ered by an Institute survey, fall 
into three main categories—(1) 
control or supervision by the Al 


lies, with policing and reform of 4

States alone within the last six 
months, each advancing different 
plans. One of the most notable of 
these books has been Sumner 
Welles’ “The Time for Decision,” 
in which the former undersecre- 
tary of state comes to the conclu- 
sion that the dismemberment of 
Germany is the only permanent 
cure to the menace of German mil- 
itarism and _  blood-lust. From 
across the Atlantic, Lord Robert 
Vansittart has also been preaching 
the doctrine of a harsh peace. 
Whether the arguments of these 
men have influenced American 
public opinion, or whether the 
stiffened attitude shown in the 
survey is a reaction to events, such 
as the robot and V-2 bombings of 
England, or the stories of German 
“murder factories” in Poland, can- 
not be definitely known, It is clear, 


however, that the sentiment in this 
country for a harsher peace is 
paralleled in England. That coun- 
try has shown an even more pro 
nounced stiffening of attitude. 

Polls recently conducted by the 
British Institute of Public Opinion 
show that whereas British senti- 
ment a year ago was inclined to 
favor mere supervision of Ger- 
many, today there is overwhelm- 
ing support for the harshest kind 
of terms. 

The majority of Britons would 
not only split Germany perma- 
nently into a number of smaller 
states, giving East Prussia to Po 
land, but would occupy German 
territory for 10 years or more, and 
require Germany to make good, 
by means of forced labor, the -var 
damage she has done to other 
countries.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Theater 
fans whe have discovered the 
near-impossibility of, purchasing 
tickets to the newest and most 
popular Broadway shows may 
here be advised that sweet charity 
is to be blamed, or credited, ac- 
cording to your attitude. 

A perfectly legal, even admi- 
rable, custom has come to full 
flower with the knowing and 
eager aid of theater managers. It 
is the benefit theater party— 
nothing new except that they are 
now so numerous during the 
early months of a hit show’s run 
that the ordinary fellow who 
stands in a box office queue 
doesn’t stand a chance. 
CHARITY GETS CUT 

The method is this: A_ char- 
itable group—say the committee 
of managers of an orphan asylum, 
an old folks’ home, or a hospital— 
buys out the entire house on a 
certain evening. Then tickets are 
resold to the members of the 
club and to its friends, usually for 
$10 to $25 each. The money 
realized above the ticket purchase 
price goes to the charity. 

One or two such benefits would 
cause no upheaval. But in the 
case of some recent smash hits, 
as many as five: theater parties 
were sold each week, which 
means tickets for the rest of the 
public were available for only 
two evening performances and 
matinees. 

“Bloomer Girl,” for Instance, 
sold more than 50 of its early peér- 
formances to charities. Billy 
Rose’s “Seven Lively Arts,” which 
is only now in rehearsal, already 
hag sold more than 45 of its first 
75 performances to such worthy 
causes, “The Perfect Marriage,” 


which opened to critical rebuffs, 
had enough theater parties sold 


in advance of the opening, be-| 


cause of the drawing power of 
its stars, to keep it running for 
several weeks. 


WILL TOP MILLION 

Last season’s benefits of this 
sort totaled almost $750,000. This 
year they easily will top $1,000,- 
000—and may well go to half 
again that figure. 

Whatever the high purpose, it 
serves to keep tickets for the gen- 
eral public out of box office racks. 
Paradoxically, it is an extremely 
admirable evil. But don’t try to 
convince box office treasurers. 
They take the abuse when no 
tickets are available.

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Disappointing 
In N. Y. Revival

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—‘‘Robin 
Hood,” first produced in the last 


century, has ridden in on the cur- 
rent wave of Broadway prosperity 
and vulnerability for melody. 
The comic opera made its debut 
in New York back in September, 


1891, when a Scotchman, R. H. 
Burnside, brought it from Eng- 
land. A few days earlier, Thomas 
A. Edison had invented a new 
form of electric motor for street 
cars, two or three times cheaper 
than the cable system. The same 
week a daughter was born to for- 
mer President and Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland. 


BEAUTIFUL SCORE 
The people of the 90's reading 
these items in their papers, don- 
ned bustles and big-brimmed hats 
to see in “Robin Hood” a good 
entertainment—romantic and rol- 
licking by turns. They took to 
their hearts and piano boards the 
melodies: “My Dream Has Come 
True,” “I Am the Sheriff of Not- 
tingham,” “Brown October Ale,” 
“See the Little Lambkins Play.” 
But the real hit of the evening 
—and in the days before dream 
ballets and Agnes De Mille, a 
musical needed only one hit—was 
“Oh Promise Me.” This song found 
its place with Lohengrin’s march 
as traditional wedding music, and 
it has been bringing tears to the 
eyés of marriage guests ever since.

Ow often have you heard the saying, 

“The evil that men do lives after 
them; the good is oft interred with their 
bones” ? 

It is not for me, working in the field 
of drama, to quarrel with Shakespeare. 
But it has always seemed to me that 
Shakespeare went wide of the mark when 
he penned that cold and somber line. For 
the philosophy it expresses denies the very 
history of man’s long and agonizing climb 
out of darkness. It is also at variance with 
the personal stories of the devoted men 
and women who have led us in that climb. 


You need but to run down the list. The 
names that sing from history's pages are 
the names of men of good will who, forget- 
ful of themselves, dedicated their lives to 
worth-while ideals.-They live in their good 
deeds, which, like a benediction, remain to 
inspire and give us heart for what is ahead. 
George Washington had little to gain 
when he threw in his lot with the Revolu- 
tion.

The Revolu- 
tion could not advance his personal for- 
tune, but might well destroy it. Defeat — 
and the odds often seemed insurmountable 
— would bring ostracism and contempt, 
the loss of all he held dear aril perhaps 
death.

The leaders of the world and the great 
mass of humankind have come to realize 
the greatness of his spirit and the immen- 
sity of his dream for a peaceful world. 
Though he failed temporarily, he has 
joined the gallery of the world’s immortals.

Ready to “drive” a postwar 
plane? This writer decided 
it was time'to learn how... 


DON’T know how you feel about it, but I 

don’t want the Air Age to get here and 
find me obsolete. That’s why I decided it* 
was time to learn to fly. 

Of course, as a passenger, I’ve flown for 
years. All over the country, even across the 
Atlantic. But who wants to be just a passen- 
ger in a flying world? Who wants to be rele- 
gated to the back seat in the family plane? 
Not me. So I started learning to fly. 

If you think you'll be able to stop at 
some flying field, take a couple of quick 
lessons, and be ready to take off on your 
own, you are due for disillusionment. 
Flying is easy, once you have learned to do 
it. But it is going to take a number of weeks 
— or months — to learn. 

I took my first lesson at Martins Creek 
Airport, which airplane enthusiasts tell me 
is a model for the postwar flying school. And 
if it is, learning to fly is going to be fun — 
more like going to a dude ranch than like 
going to school. 

They Get a Vacation, Too 

Tue airport is in typical vacationland coun- 
try, on the Delaware River, just across from 
Belvidere, N. J. Nearby is the Martins Creek 
Pilots’ Club, where students can put up for a 
night, a week.end or.aslong as they want to 
stay — and go fishing or swimming or just 
lie around and relax when they are not 
actually learning to fly. Many spend their 
vacations there, getting in two or three weeks 
of concentrated flying training and having 
plenty of extracurricular fun. 

‘ Charles K. Grieder, who operates the air- 
port, thinks more and more of us will become 
vacation-learners. “The human mind,” he 
says, “is limited in the amount’ of technical 
information it will absorb in one day. But in 
two or three weeks, a student can get about 
everything except solo practice and smooth- 
ing out the rough spots.” 

Two or three,weeks didn’t seem too long 
to me after my first flight. Charlie had taken.

and that I would need plenty of practice be- 
fore venturing up by myself. 


High Schools Teach It 


No poust the air will be a much more 
natural element to our young sons and daugh- 
ters. In the last two or three years, more than 
half the country’s 28,000 high schools have 
introduced basic courses in aviation, and half 
a million high school youngsters last year 
studied at least one aspect of it. As a matter 
of fact, more than 23,000 high school students 
last year passed the CAA’s written examina- 
tions for private pilots’ licenses. 

You and I, under present regulations, will 
have to wade through six and a half pounds 
of textbooks — by actual weight — to get set 
for those two-hour exams. We'll have to get 
at least a mark of 70, or keep taking the exams 
over until we do. And we'll have to answer 
such brain-twisters as this: 

“If the pressure gradient is directed toward 
the east, the surface wind, assuming normal 
ground friction and a stationary pressure sys- 
tem, is: (Choose one) (1) south-southwest; 
(2) east; (3) east-northeast; (4) south-south- 
west; (5) north-northwest.” 

Don’t let that throw you, though. It's like 
anything that has rules and lingo all its own 
— like baseball, for instance. Terms like 
“pressure gradient” and “ground friction,” 
once you get used to them, are as unterrifying 
as “base hits” and “foul balls.” 

And, as a cheering matter of fact, the CAA 
is now proposing to simplify its requirements. 
You will be able to get all the informa- 
tion you need from a pamphlet which 
you can read in half an hour, and digest 
in a couple of hours. 

As for your actual flying instruction, there 
are 675 flying schools now holding CAA cer- 
tificates of approval and many private 
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your instruction tree ot charge from the deal- 
er. Otherwise, you will pay for the use of a 
plane and an instructor’s services. 

Many fiying schools say they will teach 
you to solo for $75. They will, but it will cost 
you more before you get your license. The 
CAA permits instructors to solo their 
students after eight hours’ dual instrue- 
tion, but it requires a minimum of 35 
hours — more in some cases — before a 


student may take a test for his license. 


At an average of $10 an hour for dual in- 
struction and $8 an hour for a plane in which 
to practice solo, that will run over $300—even 
if you can do it in the minimum time allowed. 

Moat people need more. One woman had 
been coming to Martine Creek every week 
end for almost a year, and had 110 hours in 
the air to her credit before she finally passed 
the test. On the other hand, I talked with a 
WASP, back for a week-end holiday, who had 
done her preliminary training there and won 
her private license in 10 weeks. “It all de- 
pends on how long it takes you to get the fee! 
of the air,”’ Charlie Grieder said. 

Of course, by the time the Air Age gets 
fully upon us, we may have planes which will 
almost literally fly themselves. Already, there 
are simplified models. In time, maybe you 
can learn to fly in one or two easy lessons. 
But unless all the experts with whom I’ve 


talked are wrong, that won’t be within the 


next few years. 
Get Started Now 


So, IF you're 16 or over, and have normal 
vision (with or without glasses) and no physi- 
cal disabilities which might make you danger- 
ous in the air, you might as well start learn- 
ing how if you want to have a license to fly 
that family plane after the war. 

You will be able to buy a plane, however, 
that will be safe and-simple — for a compe- 
tent pilot. It will cost you at least as much as 
a good car; some will run higher. Of course, 
you will have to engage space at some air- 
port: There won't be any back-yard flying 
machines until helicopters are ready for mass 
distribution, and that’s some years off. 

You won’t have to own a plane to fly, 
though. Fly-it-yourself planes will undoubt- 
edly be available at airports all over the 
country, to those who know how. 

It will take time, effort, and money; but 
you will have-fun learning to fly, The End

When I’m 665 and Social Security starts pay- 
ing off, I'll get another $10 to $15 a week, 
which should come in handy. 

I thought I was smart, and doing it early, 
but some of my friends were ahead of me. 


I know a 25-year-old stenographer who — 


earns $100 a month now. According to her 
plan, even if she never earns any higher sal- 
ary, there’ll be an average of about $11 com- 
ing in every week when she grows old. 

Then there’s a 35-year-old telephone line- 
man I know, who’s now getting $250 a month. 
He’s working toward a retirement fund of

more than $280 a month when he is 65. 
And the other evening, I met a 45-year-old 
bank clerk who never has been able to save 


‘much out of his $150-a-month income, and 


I helped him figure out how he could retire 
20 years from now with an income of almost 
$116 due every 30 days. 

The actual amounts will vary with every 
individual. But these three cases will give 
you a general idea of how this plan will work 
for you, no matter what your age or income. 
You'll find details later in this article. 

If you are buying War Bonds regularly, 
you already have a head start on this plan. 
And you’re even farther ahead if your job 
comes under Social Security. 


Werth Leoking Inte 


Tat covers a lot of people: Nearly 28,000,- 
000 are buying Bonds through payroll deduc- 
tions, plus millions more buying independ- 
ently; and 67,000,000 Americans have wage 
credits under Social Security. 

Social Security is one of those things that 
few Americans know much about. But it’s 
worth looking into. Those deductions from 
your paycheck are piling up retirement 
credits for you. The minimum each of 
us will receive at 65 is $10 a month. The 
maximum, which will go to many now-young 
wage-earners when they hit retirement age. 
is $85 a month. In between these two ex- 
tremes are all sorts of benefits, depending on 
your average earnings, how long you work, 
and your dependents. 

Your Social Security credit is the first step 
toward your retirement annuity program. 
' The second step is your Bond purchases. 
Now that we know that the Government has 
decided to keep on issuing indefinitely those 
$25 and $50 War Bonds you've been buying, 
we can start figuring on them for the long pull, 
just like Social Security. The popular Bond 
campaigns were planned originally as war- 
time measures. But Treasury experts now see 
them as a permanent part of regular Govern- 
ment financing.

Most corporations 
will continue their payroll deduc- 
tion plans as long as we want them 
to. If 10 years from now you're

‘Now, let’s go back to my three 
friends and see how they planned 
for the future.

airplanes. But you can think of 
those $25 securities as your ticket 
to old-age independence too. 
_._iew to Get Started 


How can you get started on this? 
First, check your Social Security 
and find out how much you'll be 
worth when you reach 65. You 
can get approximate figures from 
one of Social Security’s 435 neigh- 
borhood offices — or you can get a 
rough estimate from the chart 
shown on page 10. If you are now 
between 25 and.50, are working 
and intend to keep on, I'll wager 
you discover you're a lot richer 
than you thought. 

Next, decide how many dollars 
a month yow will need to supple- 
ment your Social Security pay- 
ments. Then take out a pencil and 
paper and study the typical sav- 
ings table on page 10. Set the 
date at which you want to retire. 
Is it 10 years from now, 20, 40? 
Whatever date you pick, the chart 
will show you at a glance how 
much you must invest in Bonds 
each month to get the income you 
want to retire on. Remember, 
though, that if you start cashing 
in all your Bonds at your chosen 
retirement date and buy no new 
ones, your income from them will 
last only 10 years. You may pre- 
fer to cash only half, say, and roll 
the others over, thus providing a 
longer annuity at a lower rate. 

Whether you're earning $30 or 
$300 a week, whether you have

ERTAINLY the Japs never thought * 
they could lose a warship be- 
cause of a beer bottle.

ican landing on Guadalcanal, the 
Japs were nightly sending their war- 
ships down the “‘slot”’ from Choiseul 
to bombard Henderson Field.

So the flyers and the PT 
boys worked out a scheme. 

The planes located the Express 
and radioed the ship’s position to the 
PT’s. Then the planes attacked — 
with empty beer bottles! The Japs 
heard the bottles whistling down, 
thought they were being bombed, 
and opened fire. The Nips were 


revealed by their gun flashes, and the * 


PTs tore in. The plan worked per- 
fectly and the Jap Navy suffered 
another jolt. 


Net Gain 


THRouGH inventiveness, fury or — 
more often than not — sheer des- 
peration, Americans in the heat of 
battle have produced some of the 
world's strangest war weapons.

the gully toward them. 

Two of the Yanks immediately 
opened up with their rifles — but the 
third man tried rolling hand gre- 
nades down the slopes. 

Hearing the explosions on the hill 
the Japs were convinced they had 
walked into a minefield. Dropping to 
their hands and knees, they prodded 
about for mines.

next day they found 54 dead Japs. 

Another unique stunt was demon- 
strated on Bougainville by a colonel. 
Scooting through shallow trenches, 
he came to a spot about 25 yards 
from the Japs and set up his “flame 
thrower.”” It consisted of cans of 
gasoline fastened to rods fitting into 
the mouth of a mortar.

In Quick succession the Colonel 
lobbed six cans into the Jap foxholes 
with devastating effect. On the sev- 
enth shot the mortar got so hot that 
the contents of the can burst into 
flame and spilled only a few feet in 
front of the barrel. 

The Colonel apologized: “‘I'm 
afraid the device is not perfected.” 

Then there was the Seabee, who 
had hardiy landed his bulldozer on 
the Jap-held island when the Japs 
opened fire on him from a coconut- 
logged bunker. The Seabee drove 
his bulldozer toward the bunker 
with the scraper raised asaccreen . 
against bullets. Then he lowered 
the scraper and roared over the pill- 
box. The structure collapsed. 

The Seabee backed off, scooped 
up a load of earth with his machine 
and shoveled it on the gun position. 
Twelve Jap bodies and one large, 
new-type gun were dug out later. 

A small pair of pliers saved Pic. 
Aaron Lyberger, a signal linesman 
in Normandy. One night he ran 
smack into a group of Germans, all 
heavily armed.

Nearest thing to a weapon Lyber- 
ger had was a pair of pliers in his 
holster. Thinking fast, he stepped 
menacingly backward, whipped out 
the pliers and looked as ferocious as 
he could.

The Germans put up their hands and 
Lyberger and his pliers had taken 
three prisoners of war. 

Then there was the gag the Rang- 
ers reportedly pulled on a German 
155-mm. battery during the invasion. 

The Germans had their gure 
tucked away on a cliff, safe from 
naval gunfire. But the forehanded . 
Rangers had borrowed a hydraulic 
fire ladder from the London Fire 
Department.

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Pumpkin In The Pot 


Pumpkin turns up in spicy ice cream 


For the Thanksgiving 
feast, try these nhew 


ways to prepare it... 


ING pumpkin attended that 
first New England feast din- 
ner when the toilworn Pilgrims 
and Chief Massasoit’s braves gave 
thanks together. Then pumpkin 
was a commoner, an everyday 
food as yet uncrowned. His royal 
robe, the flaky pie crust, came in 
later years. Pumpkin was there as 
a Thanksgiving dessert, but served 
as a sauce made Indian fashion, 
the pumpkin pieces cooked down 
to a glaze in the maple’s sap. 
Pumpkin then was a day-by- 
day food, for this vegetable of the 


squash family was ranked by the, 


Indians with the corn and bean 
harvest. How old the king and his 
kin nobody quite knows. It is 
thought that the pumpkin and 
squashes developed from wild 
trailing gourds, were first grown by 
ancient Peruvian races. By the 
time Columbus arrived, pumpkins 
and squash had covered the Amer- 
icas. Teday we have a greater 
variety of these vegetables and 
of finer quality than the Pilgrims 
enjoyed — but we haven't a sin- 
gle type that wasn’t known to 
prehistoric Indian races. Botanists 
have identified every species from 
pottery reproductions taken from 
tombs built before the Pyramids. 


Indian Treasure 


It was redman Squanto who 
taught the Pilgrim mothers what 
to do with the pumpkin and other 
food treasures of the New World. 
The Indians used the dried pump- 
kin in soups and stews. It was 
baked, it was boiled, and some- 
times mashed to pat into cakes to 
be fried in deep fat, a croquette 
of sorts. A pumpkin bread was 
made combining pumpkin flour 
with maize meal. Feast-dinner food 
was pumpkin stewed and sweet- 
ened with maple or wild honey. 
The settlers got sick and tired 
of this golden vegetable of the 
sterling aseets. As an early~<day 
poet wrote, ““We have pumpkins 
at morning and pumpkins at noon. 
If it were not for the pumpkin we 
would be undone.” They even 
made a drink, using the flesh of 


the pumpkin, if we believe the old 
song: “Oh we can make liquor to 
sweeten our lips of pumpkin, of 
parsnip, of walnut-tree chips.” 

It was the women of the early- 
day colonies who turned pumpkin 
into pies. But those first pumpkin 
pies were mighty queer things, 
made by cutting a hole in the side 
of the pumpkin, removing the 
seeds and the fibrous matter, then 
stuffing the cavity with a mixture 
of apples, spices, sugar and milk. 
When the “‘plug’”’ was replaced the 
“fruit” was baked whole. ° 


The Pie Is Born! 


GENERATIONS of cooks kept mak- 
ing pumpkin pie better. One of 
the first recipes called for thyme, 
sweet marjoram, cinnamon, rose- 
cloves, apples, currants, white 
wine, eggs, all to a half pound of 
pumpkin. That conglomeration 
would make an honest-to-good- 
ness 1944 pumpkin pie blush a 
deep orange. By the trial and 
error process the women got 
pumpkin in hand. Tedaey they 
use it im a custard, in spice 
cake, in ice cream, in rich tarte. 

This year pumpkin is going into 
cans for the first time since the 
war's beginning. That’s good news, 
for ing into a pumpkin is 
almost as tough as cracking into 
a coconut. But there ie still plenty 
of hacking ahead. 

Here’s an easy way to handle 
fresh pumpkin: Scrub the big fel- 
low and cut in half. With a spoon 
acrape out the seeds and fibrous 
strings. Cut the halves into quar- 
ters, next into eighths, then each 
piece crosswise into three chunks. 
Place the pumpkin in a large ket- 
tle, pour in salted, boiling water to 
a depth of one inch in. the pan. 
Tightly cover pot and steam until 
the pumpkin is tender. The time 
depends upon the ripenese of the 
vegetable, but 30 minutes is usu- 
ally enough. Drain, and when the 
pieces are just cool enough to han- 
dle, spoon scrape the flesh from 
the shell. Run the pumpkin through 
a food mill or press it through s 
sieve to remove the fiber. 


Pumpkin may be prepared - 


ahead of time and stored in the 
refrigerator to use as needed for 
desserts and pies. But none of 
those little, thin, emeciated, 
leather-bound pumpkin pies — if

Colt of War _ sy esse c. BEESLEY 


The story of a boy, a 
battle — and a horse 
without a country... 


IvIL AFFAIRS officers encountered some 

sticky problems in France, but I think 
none was more baffling than the case of 
Bonne Fille, the colt. 

We found Bonne Fille when we were 
rounding up German horses north of Le 
Mans. Horseback riding had been quite a 
pastime with many Nazi officers in France, 
and the rolling pastures of Loire were 
specked with their thoroughbreds. We 
made a good haul and would have fin- 
ished in routine manner if Bonne Fille 
hadn’t stuck her nose into the picture. 
But being a dumb animal, and only two 
weeks old, she was hardly to blame. 

It was really the Mayor’s fault. A French 
mayor not only knows everyone in his town 
—he knows everything too. When little 
Pierre tried to hide Bonne Fille in a straw- 
stack, he didn’t get by with it. Next morning 
the Mayor, Pierre and Bonne Fille called at 
the Civil Affairs office before we had meant 
to open for business. 

Bonne Fille made a hit from the start. 
But by the time we had stuffed her with 
canned milk and sugar, we knew she was 
gomg to be a problem child. It seems she 
was born during the big tank battle that had 
taken place just east of the village. Shrapnel 
had killed her mother soon afterward, along 
with most of the other livestock. 

Fourlegged Jumping Jack 
Pierre had found her after the battle 
moved on up the road, and somehow he had 
kept her alive on cow’s milk. Now after two 
weeks, she bounced around like a four-legged 
jumping jack. It’s disconcerting the way 
some animals and young children refuse 
take the war seriously. “ 

Bonne Fille was already showing class, 
commandant’s. favorite hunter, and her 


father had belonged to a Nazi general. 
No one wanted the little animal, least of 


all the quartermaster, who ordinarily in- 
herits enemy horses. A young colt is useless 
enough, but one without a mamma would 
be a downright liability. In fact, everyone 
was agreed that Pierre should have Bonne 
Fille for keeps, but by what right they could 
not say. The case had a half dozen legal 
angles. k 

The Army had a right to all German 
property, but suppose it didn’t want some- 
thing? Or, if it should take it, could it turn 
around and give it away again? 

If the Army didn’t take Bonne Fille at 
all, someone suggested, why couldn’t the 
Mayor just tell Pierre to keep her? Mon- 
sieur the Mayor threw up his hands at that 
— he wouldn’t for all the world assume such 
a responsibility! There were other sugges- 
tions, but on second thought each one seemed 
to run counter to military or civil law.

BonneFiL_ewas born in liberated territory, 
the Germans having withdrawn their armor 
beyond the pasture just before her birth. So 
why, it was asked, wasn’t she a French 
horse, in spite of the blot Nazi ownership 
put on her ancestry? But that argument | 
thinned away with discussion. 

The wrangling was still going on when the 
Civil Affairs Colonel from Headquarters 
drove up. Before he knew it he, too, was 
knee-deep in the case. Finally he turned to 
his executive officer, who had also heard 
the whole story. ; 

“Major,” he said, “you've been a master 
at unravelling Army red tape. Now I want 
you to put your talents in reverse. Tie this 
animal up in so much red tape that no one 
this side of Roosevelt and Churchill can take 
it away from the boy.”
